— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso 10 article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the Official Langauge (Legislative) Commission (Class III- 
Non-gazetted Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1963, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to Group C posts in the Official Languages Wing, 
Legislative Department, Ministry of Law', Justice and Com- 
pany Affairs, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — ( 1 j These udes may be 
called the Ministry of Law, Justice and Company Affairs, 
Legislative Department, Official Languages Wing (Group C) 
Recruitment Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the dutc of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.— These rules shall apply to the posts speci- 
fied in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number 
of posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in oolumns 2 to 4 of the Schedule 
annexed hereto. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc. . — 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters connected therewith shall he as specified in columns 
5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid : 


Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 6 of 
the said Schedule may be relaxed in the case of persons 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
lime. 

5. Disqualification No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has enlred into or con- 

tracted a marriage with any person. 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing exempt any person 
Irom the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

G.S.R. 1682.— The following draft of certain rules further to amend the Aircraft Rules, 1937, which the Central Government pro 
poses to make, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 5 of the Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 of 1934), is hereby published, as required by 
section 14 of the said Act, for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that the draft will be 
taken into consideration after a period of three months from the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette. 

2 . Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with respect to the said draft before the expiry of the period 
so specified will be considered by the Central Government, 

DRAFT RULES 

1 , These rules may be called the Aircraft ( Amendment) Rules, 

2. In the Aircraft Rules, 1937, — 

(i) for rule 42-A, the following rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“42-A. Crew member not to fly for more than 123 hours during any period of thirty consecutive day9. — No flight crew 
member of a flying machine shall, in his capacity as such crew member, fly for more than 125 hours during any period of 
thirty consecutive days.”;

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(li ) after rule 42-A, the following rules shall be inserted, namely 

“42-B. Establishment of limits of flight duty period, flight time and rest period for flight crew members. — Notwith standing 
any thing contained in rule 42-A, the provisions regarding the limits of flight duty period, flight time and rest period as specified 
in Schedule XIII shall apply to flight crew members flying public transport aircraft. 

42-C. Power of Director-General to exempt a flight crew member. —Without prejudice to the provisions of rule 160, the 
Director-General may, subject to such conditions and limitations as he may specify, by order in writing, exempt any flight crew 
member from the provisions of rules 42-A and 42-B." 


(iii) after Schedule XII, the following Schedule shall be inserted, namely 

‘•SCHEDULE XIII 
(See rule 42-B) 

1. General : 

(1) It shall be the duty of every operator of an aircraft to ensure as respects each flight crew member of that aircraft that the pro- 
visions concerning flight duty period, flight time and rest period as specified in this Schedule are complied with. No such flight 
crew member shall fly in violation of the said provisions. 

(2) Every operator who is required under rule 140-B to maintain an Operations Manual shall incorporate in such Manual the (light 
duty period and flight time applicable to the flight crew members employed by him. No such flight duty period and flight time 
shall exceed the maximum limits of flight duty period and flight time specified in this Schedule, 

2. Maximum limits of flight duty period and flight time : —

Note (a) If the number of landings arc more than those specified above, the flight duly period shall be reduced by 45 minutes for each 
additional landing. 


(b) The Pilot-in-command may extend the maximum limits of flight duty period and flight time by two houfs on account of any 
unforeseen circumstances. If the said limits arc extended by more than 2 hours, a report in writing shall be made to the 
Director-General by the Pilot-in-command or operator within three weeks of such extension. 

(c) If during a flight duty period there has been a period of rest which is less than 10 hours, throughout which a flight crew 
member has not flown any aircraft, and that such flight crew member has been provided with adequate rest facilities then 
the flight duty period may lie extended beyond that permitted in this paragraph as indicated below : 

Not less than 3 consecutive hours of resl — plus 1 hour 
Not less than 4 consecutive hours of rest— plus 2 hours 
Not less than 6 consecutive hours of rest — plus 3 hours 
Not less than 8 consecutive hours of rest— plus 4 hours. 
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(ill When a flight crew member is unable to operate a flight and another crew member is required to proceed to that station 

to operate the flight on his arrival, and rest is provided to him on board the aircraft, the travelling time to such station 

shall not count towards his flight duty period or flight time. 

(e) Upon application to the Director-General by an operator, the flight time in any one month may be increased to a maximum 
of 125 hours if the Director-General is satisfied that it is reasonable to do so. 

3. Rest period : — 

A flight duty period shall be preceded by a rest period on the ground for every flight crew member for at least : — 

(a) if the preceding flight duty period is less than It) hours, 10 consecutive hours of rest which shall include the hours between 
10 P.M. and 6 A.M. local time or 1 1 consecutive hours; 

(b) if the preceding flight duty period exceeds 10 hours, each rest period as specified below, namely : —

(c) There shall be a rest period for every flight crew member of not less than 24 consecutive hours in a week including the h 
between 10 P.M. and 6 A.M. local time. Whenever a flight crew member avails of such rest period, he shall not be en 
to avail in addition to the rest period specified in clauses (a) and (b) of this paragraph. 

4. Extension of maximum limits of flight duty period and flight time, and reduction of rest period : — 

(1) The maximum limits of flight duty period and flight time may be extended or rest period reduced if, in the judgement of the 
operator or the Pilot-in-command, it is safe to do so for any of the following purposes, namely 

(a) engagement in search and rescue activities ; 

(b) relief in case of distress; 

(c) security or national defence ; 

(d) operational exigencies. 

(2) Whenever the maximum limits of flight duty period and flight time are extended, or rest period reduced, for any of the purposes 
specified in sub-paragraph (1), a report in writing shall be made to the Director-General by the operator or the Pilot-in-command 
of the aircraft within three weeks of such extension or reduction, as the case may be. 

5. Standby period : — 

(a) Standby period at base or outstation of a flight crew member shall not exceed one continuous period of sixteen hours. 

(b) When a flight crew member is called to commence duty during the standby period, the total elapsed time from the commence- 
ment of stand by period the end of the flight duty period shall not exceed 23 hours. 

6. Maintenance of records : — 

Every operator shall, on demand, produce records of flight time, flight duty periods and rest periods of 
employed by him for inspection by the Director-General or by an officer authorised by him in this behalf. 

Explanation.— For the purposes of this Schedule, — 

(a) “flight duty period" means the period between the time a flight crew member reports at a designated 
or a series of flights until he is finally relieved of all such duties after the termination of such flight 
eludes— 

(i) pre-flight preparation; 

(ii) flight time of a flight or a series of flights; 

(iii) post-flight activity after completion of the flight or series of flights; 

NOTE— The term “series of flights” means flights uninterrupted by the rest periods as specified in paragraph 3 of this Schedule. 

(b) “month” means 30 consecutive days ; 

(c) "rest period” moans the period during which a flight/crcw member is relieved of all flight duties whether at base or at outsta- 
tion; 

(d) “standby period” means the period during which a flight crew member is required at that time to be available at any place other 
than an aerodrome and in case of an aerodrome where rest facilities arc provided. 

(e) “week" means 7 consecutive days.”

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living ; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

J. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, t>y order for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for candidates 
beloning to the Schedules Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
olher special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.
